The inventions related to claims 1, 3, 7 and 13 do not appear to possess novelty or to 
involve an inventive step based on document 1 cited in the 1SR. Document 1 describes 
supplying moisture content in the form of water vapor etc, in the upper stream of a cooler to 
remove metal particles and water by cooling, and supplying ozone alter cooling to the 
storage device filled with silica gel 

Claims 2, 5,8,9,14,15 

The inventions related to claims 2, 5, 8, 9, 14 and 15 do not appear to involve an 
inventive step based on document 1 cited in the 1SR. Selecting pure silicon or SiCh as an 
adsorbing agent, and repeating the step of mixing ozone gas and water vapor and cooling 
would be easy for a person skilled in the ait. 

Claims 4, 6, 10-12 

The inventions of claims 4, 6 and 10-12 are not described in any of the documents 
cited in the LSR and would not be obvious to a person skilled in the art.
